THE TEAM THAT PUT 
THE WORD “HORROR" 

IN HORROR MOVIES: THE CHANEYS

T ON CHANEY, SR., the man who many critics deem 
the greatest portrayer of monsters the screen 
has ever known, was born on April Fool’s Day, 1886, 
in Colorado Springs, Colorado. The second of four 
children, Lon enjoyed the great outdoors, especially 
fishing and hunting. At an early age, he was even a 


guide at Pike’s Peak. Because his parents were deaf 
and dumb, Lon found it necessary to learn the sign 
language as a means of communication with them. 
Many claim that this was of enormous value in his 
later career, in that such manual manipulations 
served as the basis for making his later, silent movie

pantomimed characterizations more believable. 

At the age of 15, Lon Chaney, Sr. entered show 
business, a« a stagehand in a Colorado Springs theater. 
After a short time, he drifted into bit parts in nu¬ 
merous theatrical productions. Eventually, he found 
himself a member of a traveling stock company or¬ 
ganized by his brother John, which performed along 
the West Coast. When bad times hit the company, 
John was forced to sell his share in it, but Lon re¬ 
mained with the group, practicing his fine art of 
'make believe.” 

At the age of 19, Lon married Cleva Creighton, 
an actress. A son, Creighton Tull, was born (Lon 
Chaney, Jr.). Months later, the family moved to 
Chicago, where Lon Chaney, Sr. found work in sev¬ 
eral productions such as the play “The Red Kimono.” 
When the show completed its run in 1913, the Chaney 
family headed for California. In Los Angeles, Lon

riage was on shaky grounds, and in 1914, he divorced 
Cleva. For the following few years, Chaney directed 
two-reelers, wrote scripts and acted in bit parts 
in many silent movies. 

1916 was the year in which Lon Chaney, Sr. be¬ 
gan his emergence as the great creator of the macabre. 
This was also the year in which he began his experi¬ 
mentations with make-up. His first big break in 
motion pictures occurred in 1918 when he portrayed 
the villain in William S. Hart’s classic western, “Rid¬ 
dle Gawne.” “The Miracle Man,’’ “Treasure Island,” 
“Victory,” “The Penalty” and “Oliver Twist” soon 
followed. 

However, the masterpiece which made Lon Chan¬ 
ey, Sr. the monster’s monster was Universal’s 1923 
production of Victor Hugo’s immortal “The Hunch¬ 
back of Notre Dame.” For the role of Quasimoto, 
he wore 70 pounds of make-up. For three months, 
he arrived at the studio at 6 A.M. and left at 8 or 
9 o’clock at night. When “The Hunchback” was finally 
released, the critics and the public had discovered 
a new superstar of the screen, Lon Chaney. 

In 1925, Chaney made two highly acclaimed films, 
“The Unholy Three” and “The Phantom of the 
Opera.” Many of his admirers still consider his por¬ 
trayal of the Phantom as his most remarkable role 
and his most challenging make-up job. (It had ac¬ 
tually required five hours to apply the necessary 
make-up.) 

One of Lon Chaney’s rare motion pictures in which 
he used no make-up was “Tell it to the Marines” 
(1927). At'this time, his health began to deteriorate, 
and a growth in his throat was discovered. Chaney 
entered a Los Angeles hospital for a check-up, and 
the doctors diagnosed cancer of the throat. He died 
on August 26, 1930. The world had lost its first 
great King of the Monsters, but the King had left 
a legacy of great filfh classics, his make-up kit, and 
his son, Lon Chaney, Jr. 

Using his real name of Creighton Chaney, Lon 
Chaney, Jr. broke into movies in 1932 with the 
movie, “The Bird of Paradise.” In the same year, 
he made “Lucky Devils” for R.K.O. with Bill Boyd 
(Hopalong Cassidy), Roscoe Ates and William Gar-

gan. He appeared in “Son of the Border” (1933), 
and in 1934 he played a deep sea diver in “Sixteen 
Fathoms Deep.” 

It was on January 26, 1935 that Creighton Chaney 
legally changed his name to Lon Chaney, Jr. Also 
in 1935, he portrayed an undercover agent in the 
film “Riot Squad.” From 1935 to 1940, Lon Chaney, 
Jr. appeared in numerous features as a villain, gang¬ 
ster or cowboy. In 1938, he appeared in “Jesse 
James” with Tyrone Power and Henry Fonda. Chan¬ 
ey was almost killed when he fell from a horse 
during the shooting of this movie. During this period, 
he also made “1,000,000 B.C.” for Hal Roach, and 
“Union Pacific” for Paramount. 

In 1940, Lon Chaney, Jr. appeared as Lennie in 
John Steinbeck’s “Of Mice and Men.” This was his 
first big break, and served as the starting point of 
his phenomenal rise to stardom. “North to the Klon¬ 
dike” was made in 1942 for Universal Pictures. Star¬ 


ring in this production was a newcomer to movies, 
Broderick Crawford. 

In a recent interview, Lon Chaney, Jr. stated: “I 
am greatful to films. I’ve played ’em all. The Mum¬ 
my, Dracula, The Wolfman, Frankenstein, the sec¬ 
ond time around, but The Wolfman is my monster. I 
played him six times. I am always thankful for the 
make-up kit my father left me, and I hope that it 
will continue to bring me good luck. May the world 
remember me only half as much as my immortal 
and talented father, Lon Chaney, Sr.” 

Several more motion pictures in which Lon Chan¬ 
ey, Jr. starred were “The Frozen Ghost,” “The Mum¬ 
my’s Tomb,” “The Haunted Palace,” The Black 
Sleep,” “Weird Woman,” “The Devil’s Messenger” 
and the renowned “Frankenstein Meets The Wolf¬ 
man.”
